Trees are 
hardy, succeeding best on well drained sandy or gravely loam. Avoid low or 
wet ground. Sweet varieties grow more rapidly and make larger trees. Sour 
varieties are dwarf and bushy, bear earlier, and are more largely planted.

Strawberries will succeed in any soil that is adapted to ordinary farm or 
garden crops. Soil should be thoroughly prepared to a good depth, well 
drained and fertilized. For field culture, set in rows; for garden, fifteen 
inches apart each way, leaving a pathway every third row.
